GOES DRY 


British Columbia went dry 


. Sunday midnight. The prohibition 


bill as enacted provides that after 
the first day of October there 
shall be no liquor sokl for con- 
sumption within the province of 
British Columbia except througk 
vovernment venders, who are 
to be paid by salary. and who 
can only sel] to certain limited 
Classes of persons under rigid 
restriction The sovernment 
venders, under pain of dismissal 
and conviction, are forbidden te 
sell liguor for consumption as a 
beverage. They can only sel 
aleohol for mechanical and scien- 
tific purposes, alcoholic liquors in 
limited quantities te druggists, 
dentists, physicians, veterinaries, 
hospitals, superintendents for 
medical purposes, and to minis- 
| ters of the gospel for sacramentad 
purposes. 
| Five gallons is the jimit whieh 
la druggist may pur:base at ang 
time: two quarts the limit for a 
| physician: one pint the limit for 
|a dentist, and one gallon the limit 
| for a veterinary surgeon. Pro- 
| vision is made that a person may 
procure liquor for medicinal pur- 
poses, but it must be on a physi- 
eian’s prescripiion. and only one 
purchase can be made on one 
prescription. Outside of these 
l elasses and conditions the sale of 
‘liquor for consumption in the 
(province is absolutely forbidden. 
The act gives the police nght of 
entry and search into premises 
‘where it is suspected liquor is 
kept for sale, or to seize liquor in 
transit from the possession of 
railway, stewnbeoat or express 
companies where it is suspected 
the liquor is being imported for 
illicit sale. In such case the bur- 
den of proving his innocence ig 
east upon the owner of the liquor. 
| Penalties are provided for al 
manner of breaches of the act 
‘and wide powers of search given 
| to the police. Provision is made 
whereby the unsold stocks of 
liquor in existence when the act 
comes into force may be taker 
over by the government to form 
the initial stock for the use of 
ithe government vendors, whose 
i names will shortly be gazetted.
